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Reasons for Allowance 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: none of the prior art 
of record teaches or suggests a method of forge welding tubulars as set forth in independent 
claim 1 with the limitations associated with the number of circumferentially spaced cameras 
coupled to a pyrometric and position monitoring system. None of the prior art of record teaches 
or suggests a tubular string joined by a particular method as in independent claim 13. The 
tubular string of claim 13 is considered to be structurally distinct from a conventional tubular 
string because the claim 1 3 tubular sting is produced by the claimed steps that include the use of 
a reducing shield gas that will produce a metallurgical bond with minimal irregularities 
combined with the heating and forging steps that will produce a weld of minimal deformation. 
None of the prior art of record teaches or suggests the system of independent claim 19 that 
includes a plurality of circumferentially spaced cameras and includes the pyrometric and position 
monitoring system that adjusts the position of tubular ends as set forth in the claim. The 
dependent claims are allowable at least because they depend from the allowed independent 
claims.
